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$950,000 Bond Issue Gets 
Airing at Public Hearing

About 30 citizens attended the public hearing last Mon¬ 
day on a proposed $950,000 bond issue ordinance for capital 
improvements to municipal facilities. The audience in gen¬ 
eral was receptive, but questioned council members closely 
on the cost of individual items, and the establishment of pri¬ 
orities . The hearing preceded council’s consideration of the 
ordinance at its next regular meeting. The bond issue will 
be placed before Greenbelt citizens in the form of a referen¬ 
dum sometime in the fall. 

the bond issue are the following 
eight items: $402,000 for parkland 
acquisition; $68,000 for parkland 
development; $150,000 for Youth 
Center addition; $60,000 for a 
Springhill Lake Recreation buil¬ 
ding; $170,000 for road construc¬ 
tion; $45,000 for right-of-way ac¬ 
quisition; $55,000 for Fire Dept 
addition (this amount to be reim¬ 
bursed to the City by the Fire 
Dept.); an addition to the City 
Office building, but only if there 
are any surplus funds from the 
previous seven items. (See last 
week’s issue of the News Review 
for details.) 

Audience Concerns 
Concern was expressed by some 
members of the audience on hear¬ 
ing that this capital budget is sep¬ 
arate from the enabling ordinance 
and that the bond issue to be voted 
on would not have specific price 
tags or priorities attached to the 
individual items. Assurances were 
sought that the eight budget items 
would be carried out, by the pre¬ 
sent council or by succeeding coun¬ 
cils. Other questions involved the 
accuracy of the cost estimates and 
the latitude council would have in 
altering items once the referendum 
was approved. 

Mayor Edgar Smith reminded 
the audience that while the budget¬ 
ed items and their cost etimate 
were admittedly flexible, he and 
other council members would be 
morally obligated to follow through 
with the program, GHI chairman 
Charles Schwan pointed out that 
the last major building bond was 
voted during the term of one 
council and carried out by a differ¬ 
ent council. Councilman Richard 
Pilski noted that this bond issue 
resulted in the building of the Mu¬ 
nicipal Center, the Youth Center 
and the Fire Dept, building. He 
said that floating such bond issues 
is necessary to obtain major mu¬ 
nicipal improvements, needed for 
the benefit of present and future 
residents of a rapidly-growing 
community. 

As for the estimated costs, Coun¬ 
cilman Francis White explained 
they were determined on current 
land values, and council’s know¬ 
ledge of building and engineering 
costs. Exact costs, he said, had 
not been determined because to do 
so would cost money in the form of 
surveys, architect fees, etc., and 
council was unwilling to spend 
such money for a bond issue not 
yet voted on by the public. He 
stressed the need for flexibility and 
the undesirability of tying the or¬ 
dinance to a specific dollar amount 
for a specific item. 

Other Questions 

Hugh Jascourt, chairman of the 
Parks and Recreation Advisory 
Board wondered if council had set 
aside enough money for the devel- 
opement of parkland and construc¬ 
tion of tennis courts. He also 
thought that the city should have 
consulted with PRAB before the 
bond issue was proposed. Coun- 
cilmen explained they had consi¬ 
dered reports of all their advisory 
boards and requests of interested 
citizens in drawing up the list of 
items and felt that the proposals 
were representative. 

Jim Smith, former councilman, 
while not objecting to the widen¬ 
ing of Southway to a four-lane di¬ 
vided highway from the State 
maintenance line to Ridge Rd, ex¬ 
pressed fears that the rest of 
Southway, from Ridge, to Cres¬ 
cent, might later be widened also. 
Council denied the need for such 
widening, stating that traffic en¬ 
tering Greenbelt via Southway di¬ 
vided into three directions on rea¬ 
ching Ridge Rd., and that there¬ 
fore, no more than two lanes are 
needed between Ridge and Cres-

Members of the High Point 
School faculty were saddened to 
learn of the sudden death of their 
colleague and friend, John Merkel, 
on August 20th.

ing on the present soft shoulders 
of the road. 

Smith questioned the need for 
acquisition of parcels 7 and 8 near 
Boxwood Village for parkland, 
pointing out that Greenbelt al¬ 
ready has over 1,000 acres of park¬ 
land (including the Greenbelt Re¬ 
gional Park). In reply, every mem¬ 
ber of council present stressed 
the importance of looking ahead 
to meet future needs of a popula¬ 
tion double the present size. They 
pointed to the advantage of buying 
the land as soon as possible before 
it became zoned or built up, and 
while prices were still within rea¬ 
son. 

Harold Kramer, one of the own¬ 
ers of Springhill Lake Apts., sug¬ 
gested that for the purposes of 
clarity the budget items might be 
better grouped into three categor¬ 
ies - road construction, parkland 
acquisition, and recreation im¬ 
provements. Council felt there 
might be some merit to this idea. 

The Rev. Kenneth Buker sugges¬ 
ted a comprehensive publiicty cam¬ 
paign to get the reason for the 
bond issue to all citizens. 

Allen Morrison and several mem¬ 
bers of the Golden Age Club ex¬ 
pressed support of their 360-mem¬ 
ber group for the bond issue. 

15-cent Tax Hike 

City Manager James Giese ex¬ 
plained that the drawing up of the 
ordinance had been delayed be¬ 
cause council is still exploring me¬ 
thods of handling the sale of the 
bonds. It may be necessary to em¬ 
ploy the services of a special bond 
attorney because of the size of the 
bond, and to secure the most favor¬ 
able interest rates. The bond is¬ 
sue would be financed over a 30- 
year period and would consist of 
general obligation bonds, backed 
by the faith and credit of the city, 
Giese estimated that, for the first 
year at least, the bond issue would 
cost the equivalent of 15 cents on 
the tax rate, but thought that 
this amount might be reduced ov¬ 
er the years because of increased 
revenues. 

Mayor Smith closed the meeting 
by stating that nearly all the pro¬ 
posed budget items are in the bond 
issue at the request of several seg¬ 
ments of the community, and he 
invited the public to submit sug¬ 
gestions in writing to council be¬ 
fore the next meeting in Septem¬ 
ber.
